7 onzas Repollo, en rodajas 
1 cucharada Salsa de ostras

Direcciones: 


1 - Picar la col en trozos y cortar las zanahorias en 
rodajas.

Playa Film Festival with Various 
Free Screenings for the Public 
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THE Central Bank of Aruba (CBA) warns the public of two 
fraudulent websites, i.e. https://arubafsc.org and https:// 
interbankaruba.com. 


The first fraudulent website, operated by the so-called 
A.F.S.C Aruba Financial Services Commission, is purporting 
to be the single regulatory body for the financial services 
business in Aruba and uses the address and telephone 
numbers of the CBA as their contact information. On May 
31, 2023, the British Virgin Islands Financial Services 
Commission already issued a public warning on this fraudu- 
lent website, urging the public to exercise extreme caution. 
The International Organization of Securities Commissions 
(IOSCO) issued an investor alert on the fraudulent website 
in question on June 15, 2023 as well. 


The second fraudulent website poses as a commercial bank 
and uses the name of a former Aruban commercial bank, 
namely Interbank Aruba NV. The CBA has reason to believe 
that the two websites are linked and/or run by the same 
(group of) people. The CBA received reports that the AFSC 
has urged people to open an account on the website of 
Interbank Aruba NV to either invest money in e.g. securi- 
ties/derivatives or to receive a reimbursement of costs. 
Some have lost significant amounts of money. 


The CBA urges the public not to click on any link that is 
related to these two fraudulent websites and refrain from 
entering any personal information on said websites. 


How to protect yourself from such scams? 
• Do not enter any personal information on a website unless 
you are sure that it is the legitimate website of the public 
authority you are trying to access; 
• If you are unsure whether a website is legitimate, contact 
the relevant public authorities directly to verify. 


If you have been scammed 
If you have entered your personal information on a fraudu- 
lent website, you should take the following steps: 
• Contact your bank or credit card company immediately 
and let them know that you may have been a victim of fraud. 
• Change the passwords for all of your online accounts, 
including your email, bank, and credit card accounts. 
• Monitor your bank and credit card statements for any 
fraudulent transactions. 


If you encounter a fraudulent website, please report it to the 
relevant authorities (i.e. the police or the public prosecu- 
tor’s ofÏce). By reporting the scam, you can help to protect 
others from falling victim to it! 


Public Warning: 


Fraudulent Websites: A.F.S.C. Aruba Financial 
Services Commission and Interbank Aruba NV 
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GIFT card scams, particularly the Apple Gift Card scam, 
are increasing in Aruba. Scammers trick people into buying 
Apple Gift Cards and sharing the gift card numbers with 
them to steal their money. Unfortunately, more and more 
people in Aruba are falling prey to these scams. 


How do scammers trick their victims? 
Apple Gift Card scammers find vulnerable individuals and 
then build fake relationships (grooming) with their victims 
to earn their trust and convince them to send Apple Gift 
Cards. This type of scam is called a “romance scam” or a 
“relationship scam.” Scammers use online dating websites 
or apps, social media platforms, or email to build relation- 
ships with their victims. 


This can take weeks or even months. Eventually, they ask 
for money, making excuses like paying for a medical emer- 
gency or traveling to see the victim. If the victim refuses, 
the scammer may threaten to end the relationship or expose 
embarrassing information. 


To protect yourself from Apple Gift Card scams, it’s important 
to be cautious of anyone who asks you to send them Apple 
Gift Cards, especially if you haven’t met them in person. It’s 
important not to send gift card codes to someone you don’t 
know and trust, or to someone who makes excuses for why 
they need the money or threatens you if you don’t send them 
the gift cards. Apple Gift Cards are meant for personal use 
on the Apple Store and are untraceable and nonrefundable, 


so it’s important to only buy gift cards for yourself or people 
in your household. 


Don’t be a victim of Romance Scam 
Always be careful of anyone who contacts you online and 
asks for money for any reason. Do your research on the 
person before starting a relationship with them. Never give 
your personal information, such as your credit card number 
or banking info, to someone you don’t know and trust. Don’t 
send money to someone you haven’t met in person. When in 
doubt, it’s best to end the relationship. 


Unfortunately, more people are becoming victims of gift card 
scams in Aruba. In October, there were three separate gift 
card scams, and victims lost anywhere from $100 to $500, 
and these are cases that are known. Victims sent gift card 
codes to someone they had met online, such as an online 
boyfriend, a military friend, or a friend claiming to have 
thousands of dollars trapped in an unknown account that 
only Apple gift cards could unlock. Although it may seem 
foolish, most victims are vulnerable or elderly and are more 
likely to fall for these scams. 


So remember to protect yourself by being cautious. Talk 
calmly to your loved ones if you think they may be a victim 
of a gift card scam.

Aruba’s Energetic Transformation 
for a Sustainable Future 
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IN a disheartening turn of events, 
discussions aimed at establishing a 
fund to assist countries grappling 
with the devastating impacts of global 
warming collapsed during the early 
hours of Saturday at the UN COP27 
climate summit. The clash between 
afÒuent nations and developing econo- 
mies during these protracted three-day 
talks has set the stage for a challenging 
UN COP28 climate summit next month 
in Dubai. 


The idea of creating a “loss and damage 
fund” was a significant achievement at 
the previous COP27 UN climate summit 
in Egypt. Leaders from developing 
nations celebrated the plan to support 
“particularly vulnerable” countries. 
However, nearly a year of strenuous 
negotiations between nations over how 
to operationalize the fund led to the 
fourth round of talks in Aswan, Egypt 
ending 
in 
discord. 
Disagreements 
revolved around issues such as funding 
sources, the fund’s location, and eligi- 
bility criteria. 


The failure to reach an agreement 
places added pressure on next month’s 
COP28 summit, which already faces a 
full agenda. This includes a compre- 
hensive review of how countries are 
addressing climate change and estab- 
lishing goals to help governments 
adapt to the challenges posed by 
global warming. 


The successful establishment of the 
loss and damage fund is seen as a crit- 
ical measure of COP28’s success. As 
Preety Bhandari, a senior adviser at 
the World Resources Institute, noted, 
“Whether or not the loss and damage 
fund becomes fully operational is a 
key measure of success for the COP28 
summit.” 


Sultan al-Jaber, president-designate of 
COP28, had urged countries to reach 
a consensus, with talks even extending 
overnight. Following the talks’ collapse, 
COP28 announced that it would host 
another round of negotiations in Abu 
Dhabi early next month. 


If the transition committee, consisting 
of 24 members, fails to reach a common 
understanding in Abu Dhabi, it could 
spell trouble for the negotiations in 
Dubai. Bhandari warned that “the 
entire COP28 negotiations could get 
derailed if developing countries’ prior- 
ities on funding for loss and damage 
are not adequately addressed.” 


Sultan al-Jaber emphasized the essen- 
tial nature of reaching an agreement 
on the fund, stating that “all issues are 
solvable.” He stressed the importance 
of these negotiations, as the lives and 
livelihoods of billions of people vulner- 
able to the effects of climate change 
depend on their success. 


Tensions during the talks were further 
exacerbated by disputes over the role 
of the World Bank in hosting the fund. 
The G77 group of developing econo- 
mies along with China initially opposed 
the World Bank’s involvement but later 
engaged in discussions with the condi- 
tion that the bank would assume a 
leading role. However, these conver- 
sations stalled due to a disagreement 
over the fund’s capitalization. 


The fallout from these discussions 
highlights the reluctance of devel- 
oped countries, particularly the United 
States, to bear the financial responsi- 
bility of addressing the consequences 
of global warming, despite being major 
contributors to historical greenhouse 
gas emissions. 
This contentious issue remains at the 
forefront of international climate nego- 
tiations, where the question of who 
should fund the response to climate 
change continues to be a source of 
discord. 


Climate Fund Talks Collapse, Setting 
a Challenging Course for COP28 
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THE ongoing dispute between China and the Philippines 
in the South China Sea has once again taken a confronta- 
tional turn, further exacerbating the already high tensions 
in the region. The latest incident involves Chinese vessels 
obstructing Philippine boats engaged in the crucial task of 
delivering supplies to Philippine troops stationed on a dete- 
riorating World War Two-era transport ship, which serves as 
an outpost in the disputed Second Thomas Shoal, a part of 
the Spratly Islands. 


China’s coastguard reported a “minor collision” between one 
of its ships and the Philippine vessel, which they argued was 
carrying “illegal construction materials” intended for the 
Philippine warship. In response, the Philippines vehemently 
denounced China’s “dangerous obstruction maneuvers” 
and characterized them as a direct violation of Philippine 
sovereignty, sovereign rights, and jurisdiction. 


These incidents fit within a broader pattern of confronta- 
tions in the South China Sea, an area where China asserts 
near-complete territorial control, even encroaching into 
the exclusive economic zones of neighboring nations. The 
Permanent Court of Arbitration ruled in 2016 that China’s 
territorial claims in the region had no legal basis, yet China 
continues to assert its dominance. 


The United States has declared its support for the Philippines, 
strongly condemning China’s actions as a clear “interfer- 


ence with a legitimate Philippine resupply mission.” The 
Philippines, both militarily and politically, remains resolute 
in its commitment to persist with resupply missions despite 
provocations, with the national security adviser under- 
scoring that the Philippines “will not be deterred.” 


This latest escalation follows a recent incident wherein 
a Chinese naval vessel trailed and attempted to inter- 
cept a Philippine navy ship involved in a resupply mission, 
prompting the Philippine military to demand the cessation 
of China’s “dangerous and offensive” actions. In response, 
China warned the Philippines against any further provoca- 
tions, stressing that such actions contravene its territorial 
sovereignty. 


Amid the ongoing tensions in the South China Sea, diplo- 
matic efforts aimed at resolving these disputes and averting 
further clashes are of utmost importance. Several interna- 
tional actors, including the United States, Canada, Japan, 
and the European Union, have expressed solidarity with the 
Philippines and raised concerns over these recent incidents, 
underscoring the potential repercussions of any further 
escalations in this strategically significant region. 


As maritime disputes persist, it becomes increasingly crit- 
ical for all parties involved to seek diplomatic solutions, 
thereby maintaining regional stability and avoiding unin- 
tended conflicts in the South China Sea. 


Escalating Tensions in the South China Sea: 


China and the Philippines Clash Over Maritime Collision 
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IN a significant legal development, the former director of 
MC Slotervaart Hospital, Aysel Erbudak, has been sentenced 
to eighteen months in prison, with six months suspended, 
following a successful appeal. The Amsterdam Court of 
Appeals upheld the conviction, finding that Erbudak had 
embezzled an astonishing 1 million euros, including through 
the use of false invoices. The case in question dates back 
to an embezzlement that occurred in 2008. Erbudak had 
initially received a fifteen-month prison sentence from a 
lower court, but she chose to appeal the decision. 


The embezzled funds had been diverted towards a private 
project in Turkey. Even more troubling, in 2011, Erbudak 
utilized hospital funds to acquire shares in an e-health 
project. These shares found their way to a corporation in 
which both Erbudak and her children held shares, adding a 
layer of complexity to the case. 


The Amsterdam Court of Appeals determined that, in light 
of the severity of the offense, Erbudak should have been 
sentenced to a full twenty months in prison. However, they 
took into account the extended duration of the legal proceed- 
ings, which was not due to any fault on Erbudak’s part. As 
part of her sentencing, Erbudak also received a three-year 
probation period with a suspended sentence, effectively 
allowing her to avoid prison if she complies with the terms. 


The court’s decision emphasized the severe consequences 
of Erbudak’s actions, stating that she had undermined public 
trust in the healthcare system. Aysel Erbudak served as the 
director of MC Slotervaart Hospital in Amsterdam Nieuw- 
West from 2006 to 2013. The embezzled funds were origi- 
nally intended to provide essential medical care to patients, 
but it became evident that Erbudak had prioritized her own 


financial gain. This financial mismanagement ultimately 
contributed to the hospital’s bankruptcy in 2018. 


The case came to light shortly after Erbudak’s dismissal 
from her position in 2013, which was prompted by internal 
conflicts within the hospital. Subsequent civil lawsuits stem- 
ming from these conflicts left Aysel Erbudak with a substan- 
tial multimillion-euro debt, ultimately leading to her personal 
bankruptcy. 


This verdict serves as a stark reminder of the importance of 
maintaining transparency and accountability in healthcare 
institutions and sends a clear message that embezzlement 
and financial misconduct will not be tolerated. 


Former Director of MC Slotervaart Hospital 
Sentenced to Prison for Embezzlement 
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THE 2023 season didn’t go as planned for the San Diego 
Padres, leading to contemplation of potential changes, and 
shortstop Xander Bogaerts may not be exempt from the 
reevaluation. 


Xander Bogaerts, a former stalwart of the Boston Red Sox, 
concluded his decade-long tenure with the team by inking 
an extraordinary 11-year, $280 million contract with the 
Padres in free agency. 


This significant move made him one of the pivotal figures in a 
star-studded San Diego lineup. Unfortunately, both Bogaerts 
and the Padres didn’t live up to the expectations, culmi- 
nating in an underwhelming 82-80 season that marked the 
franchise’s 15th postseason absence in the past 17 years. 


A report from Dennis Lin of The Athletic suggests that one 
solution the Padres are contemplating involves shifting 
Bogaerts away from his traditional shortstop role, where he 
has excelled since emerging as an established All-Star in 
Boston. 


Discussing his performance in the challenging 2023 season, 
Bogaerts noted, “It’s a lot more, I would say, mental — 
mental errors. Just trying to rush something that’s not there. 
Instead of just securing an out, I was trying to turn a double 
play, and that led to mishaps. So, overall, I handled the ball 
quite well, but there were instances where I tried to do too 
much.” 


Throughout his inaugural season with the Padres, Bogaerts 
participated in 155 games, committing a total of eight errors 
at shortstop while maintaining a fielding percentage of 98.5. 
His defensive wins above replacement (dWAR) stood at 0.4, 
placing him 57th among all MLB players. 


These statistics may pave the way for Ha-Seong Kim to 
reassume the shortstop position, a role he occupied for two 
seasons before Bogaerts joined the San Diego ranks. 
As the Padres assess their options for the upcoming season, 
the question of Bogaerts’ future at shortstop looms large, 
potentially reshaping the team’s defensive strategy and 
positional lineup.

UFC 294: 


Makhachev Shines as Volkanovski’s Struggles Continue 
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IN a recent announcement, Elon Musk, 
owner of the social media platform X, 
disclosed plans to introduce two addi- 
tional paid subscription tiers for its 
users. This revelation comes at a time 
when the platform, which has under- 
gone significant transformations under 
Musk’s leadership, faces a notable 
decline in web trafÏc. 


Since acquiring the platform, formerly 
known as Twitter, for $44 billion last 
year, Musk has ushered in substan- 
tial changes. He has expanded upon 
content moderation, carried out a 
remarkable rebranding effort that 
included replacing Twitter’s iconic 
“blue bird” logo, and notably elimi- 
nated headlines and textual content 
from news articles posted on the plat- 
form. 


In response to these modifications, 
corporate advertisers have withdrawn 
from the platform in considerable 
numbers, prompting X to shift its focus 
toward a subscription-based model. 


Currently, X offers a single subscrip- 
tion tier at $8 per month, granting 
subscribers 
access 
to 
premium 
features, such as “blue checkmark” 
account verification, post editing capa- 
bilities, and the ability to share longer 
tweets and videos. 


Musk has not disclosed specific details 
about the new subscription plans or 
their respective pricing structures. 
This announcement follows the recent 
implementation of a $1 annual fee for 
new users in New Zealand and The 
Philippines, enabling access to funda- 
mental features, including posting and 
user interaction. 


Justification for the annual fee stems 
from its role in mitigating issues asso- 


ciated with bots while preserving 
the experience for genuine users. 
Nevertheless, it remains uncertain 
whether the $1-per-year plan is one 
of the two subscription tiers Musk 
mentioned. 


While the specifics of these forth- 
coming subscription tiers are eagerly 
anticipated, concerns have emerged 
about the direction Musk is steering 
the platform, particularly in light of the 
reported decline in web trafÏc. 


In September, global web trafÏc to 
Twitter.com registered a significant 
decrease of 14% when compared to 
the same month in the preceding year. 
Furthermore, X’s advertising platform, 
ads.twitter.com, witnessed a 16.5% 
drop in trafÏc. 


Conversely, Musk’s personal account 
page experienced an impressive year- 


over-year increase of 96% in trafÏc, 
where he engages with users, imparts 
critical updates about his various 
ventures, and weighs in on topics 
spanning geopolitics to light-hearted 
memes. 


Both Musk and X CEO Linda Yaccarino, 
however, have maintained that the 
platform’s usage is at an all-time high 
and that it will continue to enhance the 
user experience by introducing novel 
features in audio, video, messaging, 
payments, and banking. Their vision is 
to shape X into a global marketplace 
for sharing ideas, goods, services, and 
opportunities. 


As X grapples with ongoing transfor- 
mations, the digital landscape under 
Musk’s stewardship remains a topic 
of intrigue and speculation. Users and 
industry observers alike await further 
developments with keen interest.

Hans van 
Griensven, chair of the Dutch national veterans society, 
acknowledges improper behavior but emphasizes the 
context of the time, where young soldiers were thrown into 
a conflict with little training and overwhelming fear. 


As the Netherlands grapples with its colonial history, the 
approximately 2 million descendants of the Dutch-origin 
population in the Dutch East Indies remain a sensitive pres- 
ence in the country. They argue that the blame cannot be 
placed on individuals for the actions of the state. While 
recognizing the past is essential, some view it as a divisive 
issue and call for a more balanced approach.
